The train moved on with a flow peace from the Temple to the Bouleverds, which was planted with cannon, and beſet with National 
Guards, drums beating, trumpets — and colours flying The Guillotine was erected in the middle of the ſquare, directly facing 
the gate of the garden of the Tuileries, between the Pedeltal on which the grand-father of Lovis was ſtanding before the 1oth, of 
Auguſt, and the avenues which led to the groves, called the Elyſian Fields. The trotting and neighing of horſes, the ſhrill ſound of the 
trum and the continual beating of drums, pierced the ears of every beholddr, and heightened the terrors of the awful ſcene. 
Scaffold was high and conſpicuous, and the houſes ſurrounding the place of Execution were full of women, who looked 
through the windows. The very fates which covered the roofs were raiſed for the curious and intereſted to peep through. 

The King alighted from the carriage at twenty minutes paſt ten. His hair was dreſſed in curis, his beard ſhaved ; he wore a clean 
ſhirt and ſtock, a white waiſtcoat, black florentine filk breeches, black filk Rockings, and his ſhoes were tied with black ſilk ſtrings. At 
the foot of the ſcaffold he threw off his coat himſelf, and finding ſome difficulty in unbuckling his ſtock, he calmly thanked a by- ſtander 
who aſſiſted him.— His hair was then cut off, when he took leave of his confeſſor, who ſhed a thouſand tears on this mournful occaſion.
